Ilcndaye, France, at the Spanish 


Frontier —(.17— The insurgents are 
striking with sudden force at the 
weakened defenses of Madrid and 
have driven back the government 
lines in the western outskirts of 
the long besieged city. 


Insurgent reports reaching 
the 


border disclosed that the dormant 
central front again was active, with 
General Franco's troops fighting 
their way forward in Madrid's sub- 
urban West Park. 


An insurgent communique said 


"a large part" of the government 
advance line had been cut. 


The new theater of 
operations 


was linked directly with the in- 
surgent drive along the 
Mediter- 


ranean toward Castellon de la Pla- 
na and Valencia. 
The rapid in- 


surgent drive in that sector caused 
General Jose Miaja to draw many 
of his veteran government 
units 


from the Madrid front and hurry 
them into the fight 190 miles to the 
east. 


Attacks Repulsed 


The withdrawal was covered by 


government attacks to make the 
insurgents 
believe the 
defenses 


which have protected Madrid for 
a year and a half were as strong as 
ever. 


The ease with which the attacks 


were repulsed, however, gave Mia- 
ja's tactics away, and the insurgents 
pressed their advantage. 


The new offensive had two ob- 


jectives: 


1. To capture at last Madrid, now 


that its defenders have been re- 
duced. 


2. To force Miapa to recall troops 


from the Castellon front, permitting 
the coastal drive to continue with 
a minimum of resistance. 


The combined insurgent armies 


of Generals Miguel Aranda 
and 


Garcia Valino held about 45 miles 
of the Mediterranean coast south 
of the Ebro river almost to Tor- 
reblanca. the last important town 
on the way to Castellon de la Pla- 
na. 


Black Rebel Efforts 


Government defenses on the left 


bank of the Ebro blocked the in- 
surgent efforts to take Tortosa. but 
on the south side Franco's columns 
captured village after village. 


The insurgent attack was con- 


centrated on Cuevas de Vinroma 
midway between Torreblanca and 
Albocacer. which fell last night. 


From the west, north and east 


the attackers drew 
a 
semicircle 


about the town, an important high- 
way junction where government 
troops had cstatblishcd their main 
line of resistance. 


On the northern 
sector of the 


Catalan front, insurgents yestcrdav 
captured Portillon hill and Pont du 
Roi. 
posts on the French border. 


This gave Franco possession of nine 
of the 12 
main passes 
between 


France and Spain. 


AERIAL ATTACKS 


Fcrpignan, France, at the Span- 


ish Border —CT)— Spanish insurg- 
ent airmen today bombarded towns, 
troop concentrations and one of the 
principal railways of northern Cat- 
alonia in a driving to smash the 
remaining land links between Cat- 
alonia and France. 


At least 22 civilians were killed 


and 30 injured at Puigcerda, Pyre- 
nees gateway where a Catalonian 
railway reaches the French border 
at one of the three frontier passes 
icmaining under government con- 
trol. 


Six hours after the noon hour 


bombardment rescue crews digging 
in the debris of the railway station 
and other Puigcerda buildings re- 
ported recovery of 22 bodies. 


Swooping lew to rain bombs and 


machine-gun bullets. Generalissimo

paring his strong boxes for another elec- 
tion. It may indicate that CIO finances 
are in pretty shaky shape. It may indi- 
cate that CIO leadership is still arrogant 
with power, still flaunting laws irrespec- 
tive of the rights of thousands of indi- 
vidual workers, still secure in its pur- 
chased stand-in with the government. All 
such indications are more or less matters 
of choice with any reader. 


But there is one thing indicated that 


is hardly possible to sidestep. And that 
is that the members of CIO are fading 
away in every direction and that strong- 
arm methods are resorted to in despera- 
tion to hold them together and to get 
their funds. 


WHAT MAKES FOR GRAFT 


The score in the attempt to clean up 


some of the political corruption in Kan- 
sas City is, to date, as follows: 257 indict- 
ments, 61 "convictions by jury trial, 30 
pleas of guilty and pleas of no defense, and 
still only half of the evidence sifted. 


When it is considered that Kansas City 


is only about two-thirds as big as Milwau- 
kee this makes a pretty smelly result. 


But it is a result that must be expected 


to a greater or less degree all over the 
country, depending upon the standards of 
the particular machine in control of each 
large city, and because corruption goes 
with leaps and bounds as money becomes 
free and easy in public affairs. 


From New York to San Francisco, from 


Chicago to Los Angeles, from Philadelphia 
to Seattle, from St. Louis to New Orleans 
the lid at various times has been lifted, 
scores sent to the penitentiary, and heart- 
less political organizations exposed as 
drainers of the public purse although ev- 
ery one of them, in^ order to succeed bet- 
ter at the polls, posed triumphantly as "a 
friend of the common people." 


_ Twee'd, who holds one of the high rec- 


ords for the cash register manner in which 
he ran New York in the decade following 
the Civil war, never did it because of mere 
political plums, socalled, nor the salaries 
that'attached public" off ice. And Tweed's 
methods were the same methods employed 
in. every big or, little city where corrup- 
tion has run rampant. 


Corruption, then as now, feeds off pub- 


lic contracts. Graft oils political machines. 
Dishonesty in public life goes up and 
down in proportion to the amount of easy 
money spent, or scattered, in the.name 
of the public interest. 


The investigation at 
New Orleans 


showed that the Huey Long machine took 
a certain set percentage off every public 
contract. Moreover it was frank enough 
to admit it. The contractor, very natur- 
ally, added this graft and some more too, 
to his contract price. The people, in bond 
issues and interest, paid it all while the 
political gang that received their support 
patted 1hem on the backs and murmured, 
"We are friends of the common man." 


Corruption in a democracy or any other 


form of government is neither strange nor 
startling. 
But if it is permitted to go 


without contest or restriction it will run 
wild. 
The party of opposition always 


plays an important part in its natural 
desire to expose wrong-doing. 


But so long as the party in power can 


and does prevent investigation and sub- 
sequent exposure in order to save its own 
face it is holding the people back from 
getting their just desserts. 


What has happened in Kansas City only 


happened because a federal prosecutor" 
was at hand who could not be controlled, 
influenced or intimidated. 


her* it m business turning out to many 
tons or carloads of finished product at so 
much a unit and w^th this sometimes 
staggering gross income see the possibili- 
ties of. prof it at extraordinary figures. 
Only through pleading and sometimes co- 
ercion can they be induced to look upon 
costs and expenses of which they never 
dreamed. Neither can they be cajoled to 
consider that orators of the ,first water, 
highly successful on the public rostrum, 
may be wholly lacking in qualities of 
management that are as indispensable to 
business success as water to a fish. 


The trouble with a country like Mex- 


ico iy that"its-people-are-"excitable,-and- 
that characteristic is always reflected in 
its leaders who become even more excita-

to bedrock and figuring a thing out care- 
fully, such leaders in order to court pop- 
ular favor make ridiculous promises, as- 
sign to themselves miraculous abilities, 
and when the truth is finally exposed the 
reaction of the people is so extreme that 
a little, friction throws a spark and the- 
flame or revolution is on its way. 


It must not be forgotten that the Mex- 


ican campaign for public support is pre- 
cisely what occurred in Russia twenty 
years ago although not so extensively put 
to practice. Russia paid nothing for its 
industries, received the advantage of tre- 
mendous outlays of money made by aliens 
and inherited a country rich in potentiali- 
ties just as is Mexico. And yet, twenty 
years after, the admitted stories of man- 
agement as printed in Russian newspapers 
are almost unbelievable in relation to 
their harvest of blunder and stupidity. 


Mexico used the worker and his wages 


as a pretext for takmg over the oil prop- 
erties. The companies gave them up say- 
ing it was impossible to pay the wages de- 
manded. Men do not surrender their prop- 
erties unless what they claim to be im- 
possible is in fact impossible. The Mexi- 
can oil workers won't receive any higher 
wages; or if they do it will come out of 
the national treasury in the hocus-pocus 
manner in which we too are building wa- 
terpowers, and charging our lo'ss up to 
navigation. 


But if Mexico were not Mexico it would 


carefully try to digest this huge bite it 
has taken before it takes another. The 
chances are about 10 to 1 that it will 
never find within its own territorial lim- 
its the ability to operate an extensive 
business which is lost when it sent the 
aliens who ran the" oil industry over the 
border.

beginning about 1820 he followed closely 
upon the heels of the civilization that was 
advancing in the great Northwest-scat^ 
tering appleseeds, teaching settlers how to 
prune orchards, talking ceaselessly of the 
value of fruit in the nourishment of a peo- 
ple, yet when he died in 1847 although 
thousands mourned his going nothing fur- 
ther occurred excepting an 
occasional 


magazine or book article upon his career 
until now diligent persons have gathered 
together all the evidence of his life, from 
his birth in 1774 to the end. 


In the nature of things we have not 


paid enough attention to our peacetime 
heroes, to the men and women who helped 
weave an enlightened civilization without 
ever finding it necessary to bore anyone 
with a chunk of lead.

timepieces with which Dr. J. B. 
MacLaren entertained the Read- 
ing club Wednesday 
afternoon 
when it met at the home of Mrs.

Clocks are Dr. MacLaren's hobby 


and he brought several of his col- 
lection with him to illustrate his 
lecture. One was an old 
Dutch 


clock, made about 1790 in Holland 
and sold to a dealer in England. It 
still runs and keeps good time, al- 
though it makes a great clatter 
when the bell rings the hour. Dr. 
MacLaren said. 


Another interesting piece in his 


collection is a wooden movement 
clock, made in America over 100 
years ago for one John Bacon, ac- 
cording to the clock paper which 
is still pasted inside. 


Tracing the history of time and 


timepieces from Biblical times to 
the present. Dr. MacLaren said the 
sun dial, invented by the Babylo- 
nians about 2000 B. C., was the old- 
dest known timepiece. 


Water clocks, invented in Egypt 


about 200 B. C., were the next im- 
portant step in the evolution of 
clocks, he pointed out. They mea- 
sured time by the slow flow of wa- 
ter through a small hole in a tank 
or vessel of some sort The hour- 
glass, he explained, was not invent- 
ed till a few centuries later, when 


a monk devised it as means of lim- 
iting the length of sermons. 


The idea of using weights, dis- 


covered by Henry de Wieck 
in 


1360, the invention of the notched 
wheel, discovery of how to make a 
main spring, invention of the pen- 
dulum and the development 
of 


dials were all outlined by Dr Mac- 
Laren. 
A description of early 


American clocks, several of which 
he showed to the club, concluded 
the program.

So, whether it's cocktail or canape 


it should have color and zip. 


Cocktails should 
be ice-cold, 


fairly'small and carefully blended. 
Canapes should appeal to the eye 
as well as to the palate. 


If -you're serving a fruit cocktail 


be sure all .the fruit is thoroughly 
chilled. Juices and fruits may" be 
partially frozen. Neither should be 
too sweet, however. 


A combination of fruits or fruit 


juices is preferable to a single fla- 
vor—especially if a few drops of 
lime or lemon juice are added to 
give zip. (Ginger ale is especially 
effective for that purpose. But you 
should not add it until just before 
serving time.) 


Vegetable juices are equally en- 


ticing. So is clam juice. 


Fish cocktails generally demand 


an added tang which may be sup- 
plied by chopped sweet pickles, 
diced cucumbers or sauce. 
Their 


flavor is also heightened by mix- 
ing in crisp chopped celery, minced 
or finely-chopped green peppers, 
parsley or pimientos. If onion or 
garlic seasonings are used it's good 
to remember that a little goes a 
long way. 


Each ingredient of fish cocktail 


should be chilled separately. When 
they're combined, the French dress- 
ing, 
cocktail sauce, and lemon 


juice may be added. 


Cocktail sauces are tasty with 


many types of cocktails. Here's a 
recipe for a good all-round sauce: 


Mix a fourth of a cup each of 


chili sauce and catsup, two table- 
spoons each 
of horseradish 
and 


lemon juice and a fourth of a tea- 
spoon each of salt, paprika, sugar, 
celery salt and tabasco sauce. Sub- 
stitute mayonnaise for the catsup— 
for a change. Mix in a few chop- 
ped ripe olives, some diced dill 
pickles and minced pimientos — 
when the sauce is to be served with 
tuna, crab or oyster cocktail. 


Canapes often are served with

A canape of chutney sauce spread 


over toast points is delicious with 
crabmeat.

over cheese crackers is especially 
good with tomato juice.

sprinkled with a few drops of cat- 
sup and lightly browned is an ex- 
cellent foil for fish, vegetable or 
vegetable juice cocktails.

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FISHING FOR WALL-EYES 


By O. Warren Smith 


am asked about, the fish ve 
call wall-eyed pike more often, 
perhaps, than any other species 


save trout. We often hear people 
discussing the scientific place of 
the wall-eye. Well, he is not a pike 
but a pike-perch, stands, as it were 
at the head of the perch family. 
The pikes are the pickerel, great 
pike, and muskellungc. We would 
have obviated all our trouble if we 
had called the fish just wall-eye, 
leaving the pike off entirely. 


Pike "run" in the spring, that is, 


Now there 
is no question that taking wall- 
eyes from the water before they 
have spawned is the height of poor 
sportsmanship, and not to be in- 
dulged in by anyone capable of 
thinking.

tect wall-eyes against them, wise 
states provide protection for the 
fish for the good of the 
greatest 


number of citizens. Just how a man 
can bring himself to think such 
legislation "class 
legislation", 
is 


more than I can understand. There 
are communities so eager to fish 
early, that they, can't think of al- 
lowing the wall-eyes to return to 
the lakes from which they ascend 
to spawn without having a try at 
them. Now, I am as eager to fish 
as anyone, but I am more eager 
to prolong the fishing, so that the 
boys and girls coming after 
me 


may have some fishing also.

This spring some more crippled 


swans were signtcd out on the wa- 
ters of Green'Bay and with 
the 


help of the local game warden two 
of them were captured. They too 
were placed in the Barkhausen 
Refuge and they appear to be well 
on their way to recovery. 


This has given Mr. Barkhausen a 


new idea. Being familiar with Jack 
Miner's success with wild Canadi- 
an geese at KingsvilJc, 
Ontario, 


Mr. Barkhausen believes he can do 
the same thing with wild whistling 
swans at Green Bay, that is, get 
them to make his refuge one of 
tbeir regular • stops - along 
their 


north and £oulh migrating route. 


This can only be done by estab- 


lishing a flock of swans at the re- 
fuge and releasing each year the 
young swans that are hatcRed and 
reared there. These young birds 
will return to the refuge, where 
they are sure of food and safely, 
every time they migrate and they 
will bring other swans with them. 
After a few years Mr. Barkhausen 
hopes to have all the swans that 
use the Lake Michigan fly way 
slopping at his refuge for a square 
meal and a rest. 


Even though swans are on the 


protected list they arc often shot 
at by outlaw hunters and seriously 
wounded. 
If captured and Riven 


proper care these wounded birds 
often recover—never to fly again 
perhaps—but for brooding 
stock 


they are perfect, Mr. Barkhausen 
has asked me, through this column, 
to locate as many crippled swans 
as I can. 


Anybody who at any time knows 


of one of these wounded swans can 
be assured it will receive prompt 
and expert care by notifying me 
at Green Bay; I will immediately 
get in touch with the caretaker of 
the Barkhausen Refuge who will 
So anywhere in,the state after ono 
of them.

markable bidding, most decidedly 
not recommending it. 
Obviously 


Korth had nothing resembling a 
double raise over an intervening 
bid. 
A single raise would have 


been ample. Also, South apparent- 
ly changed his mind about the po- 
tentialities of the hand. Over East's 
four hearts he bid only four spades 
•which, for all he could tell, would 
be the final contract. Then when 
East, in an obvious sacrifice endea- 
vor, went to five club«, South sud- 
denly decided to go slamming, evi- 
dently taking it for granted, as well 
he might, that North must hold at 
least two aces for his strong bid- 
ding. 


The first remarkable thing that 


happened after the bidding was 
closed was that East, probably in a 
dither to lay down his two aces, 
opened the heart ace, out of turn! 
West groaned dismally but felt bet- 
ter when declarer, exercising his 
rights, called for a spade lead. West, 
having no spade, was privileged to 
open anything he chose and, in the 
knowledge that East had the heart 
ace, laid down the heart kins; in 
order to hold the trick and survey 
th& dummy East then proceeded to 
put his partner into a horrible posi- 
tion. Instead of making the su- 
premely logical play of overtaking 
the heart ace and cashing the club 
ace, East followed suit with the 
deuce! 


To any one looking at all four 


hands, West's position may not seem 
so desperate. 
Perhaps they will 


argue that the club shift was "open 
and shut," by reason of East's five 
club bid and the fact that no more 
heart tricks could be expected, since 
East must have held three for his 
heart raise. This sort of reasoning 
however, would be nothing but fat- 
uous, and West's dilemma was a 
very real one. His partner had per- 
mitted him to hold the opening 
lead and, of course, another heart 
trick was not to be sought. 


But how about East being void of 


diamonds? That was the source of 
West's sudden heartache West real- 
ized that East had made one of two 
horrible errors. If he were void of 
diamonds, his failure to double the 
final contract would be criminal, 
since such a double would clearly 
call for a diamond lead. 
If he 


were not void of diamonds and held 
the club ace, his failure to overtake 
the heart king was sheer insanity. 
Thus, West had to decide which er- 
ror East had made. His decision 
was calamitous but, for all of that, 
perfectly correct, in my opinion. He 
led a diamond. 
He had finally 


come to the decision that East, who 
•was not an expert, might very well 
have failed to double the final con- 
tract, not realizing that such a dou- 
ble would call for a diamond lead, 
but that no player could be so 
wooden as to fail to overtake the 
heart if he had the club ace to 
cash. Obviously, on the diamond 
lead the hand became a laydown, 
declarer's two clubs finding a com- | 
lortable resting spot on the fourth 
and fifth diamonds.

A Condor About to Land on Andes 


Mountain Slope 


In the world of Nature, great 


numbers of animals are killed and 
eaten by others, but some die by 
accident, disease or old age. If 
their bodies were not eaten, the 
wild parts of the earth would be lit- 
tered up with decaying flesh. 


As it is, the bodies usually do 


not stay long on the ground. They 
are attacked by hyenas, vulture's 
and other animals. 
In India, ad- 


jutant End marabou storks are not- 
ed for what they do in this field. 
In Africa, the driver ants eat the 
bodies of mice, rats and other ani- 
mals. 


Of vultures, there are many kinds 


and sizes. Some small ones in Egypt 
are known as "Pharaoh's chickens." 
Turkey buzzards and condors are 
among the other kinds. 


Turkey buzzards are found 
in 


parts 
of 
western 
Canada, and 


through the United States down to 
Mexico. They also are common in 
many sections of South America. 


Turkey buzzards are fairly large 


birds. Their outspread wings some- 
times measure five feet from tip to 
tip. They make their nests on the 
ground, or near it. usually in open- 
ings between rocks, or inside caves. 


The largest of all vultures is the 


condor. This gigantic bird is com- 
mon along slopes of the Andes 
mountains in Peru and Chile. 


What size the condor has! Oft- 


en its wings spread out from nine 
to 11 .feet. 
The only living bird 


with a greater wingspread is the 
albatross. 


As we might expect, in view of 


its great wings, the condor is a 
powerful flyer. It circles about the 
tall peaks of the Andes, looking for 
food. From time to time, it sees 
something below, and down 
it 


speeds. Probably no other birds 
are more sharp-eyed than condors 
and other vultures. They can see 
small objects at a great distance. 


The nests of condors are made 


along the sides of cliffs. The nests 
do not amount to much, being only 
a few sticks put together. Not more 
than two eggs are to be found in a 
nest. The young are slow in learn- 
ing how to fly, and do not win full 
power in the art for almost a year 
after hatching. 


The California condor is a bird 


very much like the condors of Peru 
and Chile. It grows to just as great 
size, but it is not common nowadays 
except in a section of southern Cali- 
fornia.

Since he was a senior in high 


school, Judge Thomas H. Ryan has 
spent countless hours at carving, 
and with infinite skill and patience 
has produced many remarkable 
pieces. 


Perhaps the most remarkable is 


a panel copying the painting "Au- 
rora" by Guido Reni. The painting, 
which now hangs in the Rospigliosi 
palace in Rome, depicts the dawn of 
day by use of mythological charac- 
ters. 


Aurora, the goddess 
of dawn, 


rises from the ocean and with rosy 
fingers raises the veil of night, 
shedding light on the -.vorld. Fol- 
lowing her is a chariot carrying Ap- 
pollo. the sun god. Surrounding him 
are female figures representing the 
hours. 


The panel is six feet wide, four 


feet high, and four inches thick and 
represents an incredible amount of 
fine work. 


"Some say it must have taken a 


lot of patience to remain at this," 
Judge Ryan says, "but it actually 
took patience to keep away from it. 
"I had a keen desire to stay at the 
panel and see the expressions and 
action portrayed. 


Judge Ryan, as an Appleton High 


school senior in 1888, first carved a 
head of Abraham Lincoln. Since 
then he has carved a likeness of his 
father from a small photograph, a 
crying child, a laughing girl, a 
yawning baby, and the head of one 
of his sons. 


The plaques are made of two 


kinds of wood, the actual carving 
being done in softer wood and then 
glued to an oak background. Among 
them are "Homer Playing To The
